They then went on 
to Basle, where they disembarked, and thence proceeded on 
foot. 

As before stated, there are six scenes engraved round the 
bowl, divided by draped romanesque columns, with a band 
round the rim of very fine lettering describing them ; these 
scenes are as follows :-— 


(1) Deonotus, on his throne, with two attendants behind, gives 
a soft answer to the ambassadors of the pagan king, 
+PDESPONSANA . DAT. HIS . RESPONSIO . BLANDN. 


(2) This scene (which should be the third) shows a youthful 
king with his attendants watching the departure of the

*.* Mr. O. M. Dalton, F.S.A., in a paper read before the Society 
of Antiquaries, January 19, 1922, dealt fully with these early 
medixval bronze bowls, and points out that bowls depicting 
Biblical stories, or with scenes from the lives of the Saints, 
were probably for liturgical use. 


Mr. Dalton enumerates seven as the only specimens known 
to him, viz., one at Cologne, with the story of Samson; a 
second, with the parable of the good Samaritan, at Treves ; 
four with portions of the legend of St. Thomas (two at Bethle- 
hem, one in the Louvre, and one in the British Museum), and 
one decorated with part of the legend of St. Ursula in the 
Suermondt Museum at Aix-la-Chapelle. 


The work on this last bowl, which deals with incidents later 
than those on the present one, is evidently that of the same 
artist, and the two may have formed part of a set of four, 
though there are slight differences in the lettering of the two 
bowls, the peculiar form A for A sometimes used on the present 
bowl being absent from the other. 


The specimen now offered was the subject of a long article 
(with illustrations) by Mr. Charles R. Beard in the Connoisseur 
of February of this year, in which he goes very fully into the 
interpretation of the legend and the history of the bowls in 
general, and we are indebted to this article for many particulars

The late Baron de Cosson published a note, with a plate, upon 
this terra-cotta in ‘““ The Burlington Magazine,” 1913, vol. 23, 
p. 353, in which he points out that Cellini restored the statue, 
adding head, arms, feet and an eagle; that, in addition to 
models in other materials, a model in terra-cotta of another 
statue is described in the inventory of things in Cellini’s 
studio at his death, and that several other Florentine terra- 
cotta models for work in marble are known. The present 
example has a dowel in its base for insertion into the neck of 
the antique portion, and was probably made to show the 
Grand Duke how Cellini proposed to restore the marble.
